LONDON, JAN. 12—The mutiny 


in the German army or> the eastern 
front has now spread to the Aus- 
tro-Htingarinn army. Petrograd dis- 
patches today quoted German de- 
serters as saying that Austrian 
troops holding the line in the Tarn- 
opol sector in Galicia, mutinied 
and that fighting has taken place 
between the mutineers and Slav 
divisions. A number of men were 
killed on both sides. 


The 25,000 German mutineers at 


Kovno, in Poland, have taken pos- 
session of the city and at last re- 
ports were still holding it altho 
they were being shelled by loyal 
artillerymen.
